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EXTERNAL EXAMINATION: 

The body is that of a 5 foot 4 inch, 131 pound, well 
developed, poorly nourished black female consistent with the stated 
age of 24 years. The scalp is atraumatic and covered by short, 
black, curly hair. The irides are brown with equal and dilated 
pupils. Multiple petechiae are on both sclerae. The nose is 
unremarkable and free of any septal perforations or other 
abnormalities. The lips are free of any contusions or lacerations 
and the frenulum is intact. The mouth contains native dentition in 
poor repair. The left central upper incisor is absent. The neck 
has unremarkable external features. The chest is symmetric. The 
abdomen is flat. The extremities are well developed and without 
edema. The external genitalia are unremarkable and without 
contusions or lacerations. Several old healed superficial scars 
are scattered throughout both legs. Significant insect activity is 
on the medial aspect of both thighs and on the medial aspect of the 
left arm. A 1.5 centimeter superficial laceration is on the left 
buttock. No tattoos or other marks are observed on the body. 

INTERNAL EXAMINATION: 

The pleural, pericardial and peritoneal cavities are free of 
excessive fluid or adhesions. 

The 300 gram heart has a normal amount of subepicardial fat 
and a right predominant coronary arterial system that is elastic 
and entirely free of atherosclerosis. The coronary arteries are in 
a normal distribution with the right coronary artery forming the 
posterior descending branch. Sectioning the heart discloses a 
firm, brown, homogeneous myocardium with no abnormalities. The 
heart valves are free of any vegetations or other abnormalities. 
The mural endocardium and coronary orifices are unremarkable. The 
aorta is unremarkable. 

Serial sectioning of the tongue discloses a focal hemorrhagic 
area on the left side. The mucosal surface of the epiglottis has 
multiple petechiae. The lumen of the larynx and trachea is 
partially filled with foamy fluid, except for that the larynx and 
trachea are unremarkable externally and along the mucosal surfaces. 
The mainstem bronchi are unremarkable externally and along the 
mucosal surfaces. 

A step-wise dissection of the neck reveals that the hyoid bone 
and thyroid cartilage are intact and the surrounding soft tissues 
and strap muscles of the neck are not hemorrhagic or severed. 
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The right and left lungs are 670 and 520 grams respectively. 
They are dusky blue-purple and sectioning discloses they are 
markedly edematous and congested. 

The esophagus, stomach and intestines are unremarkable 
externally and along the mucosal surfaces. The stomach contains an 
estimated 30-40 cubic centiemters of semi-solid material with 
identifiable food particles. 

The 1850 gram liver has a sharp anterior edge and a smooth 
capsule. It is pale brown and homogeneous throughout. The 
gallbladder is unremarkable and free of stones. 

The 200 gram spleen has a wrinkled blue-gray capsule and a 
soft pale red cut surface without any visible lymphoid follicles. 
The lymph nodes throughout the body are markedly enlarged. 

The right and left kidneys are 150 and 160 grams respectively. 
The external surfaces are smooth and dark brown. The cut surfaces 
are unremarkable with adequate corticomedullary definition. The 
ureters are unremarkable and lead to a urinary bladder containing 
approximately 2-3 cubic centimeters of yellow urine. 

Examination of the internal genitalia fails to disclose any 
abnormalities. The left ovary has a hemorrhagic corpus luteum. 
Examination of the vagina, cervix and anal sphincter fails to 
disclose the presence of any contusions or lacerations. 

Reflecting the scalp fails to disclose any contusions or other 
abnormalities. The 1300 gram brain is normally formed and entirely 
unremarkable upon serial sectioning. Stripping the dura from the 
skull and calvarium fails to disclose the presence of any 
fractures. 

AUTOPSY FINDINGS: 

1. Markedly edematous and congested lungs 

2. Petechiae of the sclerae and epiglottis

■ Williams frequented the same places — 
a crack den, a prostitution nine — that sever¬ 
al of the victims did.

be postponed to give Williams' new 
court-appointed attorney, Howard 
Landau, a chance to prepare a de¬ 
tense. 

Landau, who hel(wd win an ac¬ 
quittal for Williams in a 1986 rape 
trial, won’t comment on the case or 
the homicide investigation. Nor will 
he allow his client to speak to The 
Herald. 

In statements to police, W illiam s 
has denied killing the women. 

Bom in Georgia, he grew up in a 
neatly kept Overtown townhouse 
with his mother, brother and sis¬ 
ters. 

By 1986, he had been accused of 
seven rapes — including assaults on 
two 15-year-old schoolgirls — and 
was profiled in The Herald as a ca¬ 
reer criminal who knew how to plea 
bargain and beat the system. 

His accusers describe the same 
modus operandi: He starts with 
sweet talk and suddenly turns vi¬ 
cious as he chokes his victims un¬ 
conscious. 

Two years ago when Williams was 
out of jail, young women started dy¬ 
ing mysteriously in his Overtown 
neighborhood. They were found al¬ 
most nude, their legs spread and no 
visible trauma. 

Miami cops were puzzled. Initial 
autopsies turned up a new theory — 
later debunked by Medical Examin¬ 
er Joe Davis — that the women died 
because they combined sex and co-

They were well-known in the Ov¬ 
ertown 'neighborhood as heavy 
crack-users. 

So was Williams. 

“He'd say, Tve got money. Let’s 
get drugs,’ ” remembered neighbor 
Audrey Salles. ( 

One of Williams’ teen-age neigh¬ 
bors took him up oq'lthe offer in 
April 1988 — and was found dead 
hours later, said the'victim’s best 
friend, Aida Rodriguez, 17. , 


She said Williams offered her and 
16-year-old Sharmanita Grays 
"some weed” when they went to 
the Bay Point Motel, 3530 Biscayne 
Blvd. Later, Rodriguez left her 
friend with a heavily perspiring, 
crack-using W illiam s who wouldn't 
let her back into the room. 

That’s the last time Rodriguez 
saw Grays alive. Her body was 
found hours later sprawled, legs 
apart and nearly nude, on a stairwell 
at the motel. 

Rodriguez told Miami homicide 
investigators her suspicions. Miami 
police have since refused to discuss 
the case. 

Since then, two other victims 
were seen with Williams on their 
last day. 

In October 1988, Williams sought 
sex from prostitute Erica Edwards 
on the night she died near the hook¬ 
er zone on Northwest 79th Street, 
said witness Beverly Gunder James. 

She said Williams, identifying 
himself as ‘'Tony," approached her 
on Oct. 22,1988, at the Tropicana 
Bar, 1057 NW 79th St 

”H6 came out of the bushes," 
James said in a telephone interview. 
“He asked me where I was going, 
and I said to the bar. He asked if I 
'dated' [slang for hooking], and I said 
no. He asked if I smoked cocaine and 
I said no. He asked me if I knew any¬ 
one who did. 

"I said yes — Erica.” 

She said she then introduced him 


to Edwards. 

“I said, ‘Erica, this is Tony. He 
seems like a nice guy. Be nice to 
him.’” 

The next morning, Edwards' body 
was discovered in a nearby field. 
She had been dead for hours. 

That same day, James told police, 
Williams grabbed her from behind 
and choked her. “He picked me off 
the ground and put a hook on me ami 
I couldn't spring loose,” she said. 

"The man was on top of me,” she 
added. "I was on my stomach.” 

A neighbor saw the attack and 
scared him off, she said. 

Five days later — and after three 
more women had been found dead in 
the area — James spotted Williams 
at a friend’s house near the booker 
zone. 

Metro police arrested him there 
on attempted second-degree mur¬ 
der charges. 

He was released in early Decem¬ 
ber after prosecutors dropped the 
case. They couldn’t find James. She 
moved to Oklahoma soon after the 
assault. 

Five months later, Williams was 
seen with victim Brenda Hernandez 
on the day she was strangled in an 
open field in Brownsville, police told 
her mother, Mercedes Hernandez. 

The victim had lived just a few 
blocks from a crack den near J & J 
Groceries at 2656 NW 46tb St. 
where Williams hung out 

Two other victims, Barbara Ann 


Black and Barbara Lattimore, hung 
out at the same crack den, several 
witnesses said. "He liked the girls,” 
remembered store owner John Ben¬ 
nett. 

Williams was arrested at the 
crack den when he tried to run from 
detectives investigating Hernan¬ 
dez's murder. 

While canvassing the neighbor¬ 
hood for witnesses, detectives ran 
into a woman who said Williams had 
raped her in the same neighborhood 
two weeks earlier. 

She said she was initially fooled by 
his appearance. “A clean-cut guy,” 
she noted. 

She agreed to Williams’ offer: 
$10, two cocaine rocks and half a 
pound of marijuana for sex. The 
next thing she knew, he was choking 
her and forcing her to have sex. 

"The man dukes you like he in¬ 
tends to kill you. It's not a choke 
where he's playing with you at all. 
He wants to kill you,” she said in a 


sworn statement. ! 

"The look on the guy’s face — it ( 
totally changed from that nice per- j 
sonality, nice gentleman, hard¬ 
working gentleman to a damn mani¬ 
ac,’' she testified. . 

Metro detectives charged Wil¬ 
liams with rape. 

Within a week, Miami police fol¬ 
lowed with another rape charge. A 
woman from Brownsville accused 
Williams of choking and raping her 
in March. 

Since early April, Williams has 
been in jail, lately in solitary. 

"He’s there for his own protec- | 
tion based on his notoriety,” said 1

"Walking to the bushes to have 
sex?” added Antoinette’s grand¬ 
mother, Thelma Rahming. "Not An¬ 
toinette. That sounds kind.of

At the funeral, they noticed that 
her lips were swollen "like some¬ 
body had hit her or something,” 
Learlean said. 

They also protested that Anto¬ 
inette wasn’t a convicted prostitute

For the first time. Metro-Dade 
pohc6 confirmed Monday that con- 
* victed rapist Charles Henry Wil- 
iiams is the main suspect in some of 
the 19 inner-city murders of Dade 
women. 

However, police still do not have ■ 
enough evidence to charge Williams 
with any murders. "We’veexhaus- 
ted all leads,” Homicide Bureau 
Cthdr. Wayne McCarthy said. 

It s not like anyone has left a 
calling card or footprint or anything 
like that" he added. ''We're making 
every effort we can." 

McCarthy said his investigators 
are looking at two other suspects 
One is suspected of killing the first 
victim. Tammie Turner, who died in 
September 1986 while Williams was 
in jail The other is a convicted sex 
offender, but McCarthy said his in- 
vestigatQrs are not investigating 
him as mtensely as they are Wif-
